ART EDUCATION 


Michael Edwards. Research project supported by F.C.A.C. grant on art 
therapy in rehabilitation to be completed by 1982. Phaidon 
Press will publish his book, Therapy as Art scheduled to 
appear in October 1982. He will lecture on children's 
art at the YMCA Conference on Recreation, at Céte St. Luc 
Library and the Dorval Coop. Nursery School Association in 
February and March.

John Fox. Canada Council: National Museun's Spring, 1980, travelling 
exhibition included, "John Fox: 10 New Works". Another 
travelling exhibition of his works was organized by the Sir 
George Williams Art Galleries. 


Tom Gibson. The exhibition, "The Banff Purchase", held at the Banff 
School, contained a collection of his photographs. During 
the past year, as well, he participated in group exhibits at 
the National Gallery, Ottawa, the Harbour Front Gallery, 
Toronto and the Art Gallery of Hamilton.

Currently he is working with Dr. David 
Brunet and Marilyn Schiff respectively on catalogues of his 
oils and works on paper.
